which will cause more trouble. "Af ten 
those are" repairfed a small gasoline 
engine and pump could return to the 
main a leakage of 'any considerable 
amount. The capacity could be in- 
creased by the removal of "the old- res- 
ervoir embankment 
which is left 


standing in the area submerged. The 
area of the watershed 'is estimated 
at from one to two square "miles.

to be successful in this locality.

GRAMB CROSSINGS 


For Midland Granted by Blair Coun- 


ty Court. 


E. W. Clark, assistant engineer of 


the Bedford and Hollidaysburg Rail- 
road, testified in the Blair County 
court en Saturday that the probable 
daily traffic over this railroad at the 
outset will consist of two1 passenger 
trains each way, a through freight 
and a local freight. The railroad will 
cross --several public highways at 
grade, but the only road on which 
there is much travel is Johnstown 
Street, East Freedom, where the 
company will build a passenger sta- 
tion, and any other than a grade 
crossing at that point is therefore 
impracticable. 


Mr .-Clark proceeded to point out 


that it would not be feasible to build 
either subways or overhead bridges, 
crossing the township roads, owing 
to the "level condition of the country, 
and the great expense that would be 
thereby incurred. 
That locality is 


only sparsely settled, and trains can 
be seen for a great distance.

IX.—Clover and Alfalfa 


Growing

HERE is no crop grown on the 


farm which is more necessary 
or more profitable, all things 
considered, than some legume 


Such a crop is profitable from the 
standpoint 
of the returns from an 


acre and doubly profitable when the 
fertility of the soil is considered. On 
the farm where much stock is kept 
legumes serve another purpose, that 
of furnishing cheap protein. 


Clover Versus Alfalfa. 


Throughout the corn belt clover Is 


the most important lejrume. 
In west- 


ern United States alfalfa is largely 
grown, while in the south cowpeas, 
soy beans and vetch are the principal 
legumes- 
The legume best adapted to 


your own locality is the best one to 
grow, at least until careful experi- 
ments have shown that some other is 
more profitable. In the west, where 
thft soil is loose and dry, alfalfa sends 
down its long roots to a source of per- 
manent water supply and yields abun- 
dant crops. Farther east, where the 
water table is so near the surface of 
the ground that the plants have "wet 
feet" during a considerable portion of 
the year, it does not do as well. In 
states east of the Missouri river clove,r 
is much more desirable. A small patch 
of alfalfa may be grown, but it does 
not flt into the system of farming 
well enough to be adopted on a large 
scale. 
It cannot be sown with the 


small grain in the spring with any 
surety of getting a stand. The seed is 
expensive, and the hay is more diffi- 
cult to cure than clover. 
' 


Alfalfa does not come to its prime 


for about three years, so that it is not 
profitable to plow it up the second 
year, as is done with clover. For this 
.reason it does not work well in the 
standard rotation of corn, oats and 
clover that meets with so much favor 
in the corn belt. It does not fit in with 
the rest of the work as well as clover 
either, as the first crop must be cut 
just when the corn is being laid by. 
When a good stand of alfalfa has been 
secured it yields twice as much as 
clover, but this extra yield is counter- 
balanced in most instances by its dis- 
advantages. 


Getting a Stand of Clover. 


The question of getting a stand of 


clover is a troublesome one on many 
farms. This is due largely to improper 
methods. The first point to consider 
is the soil. Land that has been farmed 
a number of years is likely to be acid, 
a condition which makes it ill fitted 
to grow clover. This acidity can be 
overcome by adding ground limestone 
as suggested in article No. 2. 


A seed bed in good tilth and free 


from weed seeds is also an important 
consideration. Little clover plants are 
very tender and cannot well compete 
with weeds or force their way through 
clods. 
Land that has been kept rea- 


sonably free from weeds the previous 
season 'Is best for clover. Such land, 
prepared as for oats as described in 
article No. 4, makes an ideal seed bed 
for clover. 


Clover seed should be tested for ger- 


mination before sowing. If it does not 
germinate very well a larger amount 


the oats directly and covered at the 
same depth. Where there is much clay 
in the !,oil or when the soil is rather 
wet at time of sowing the chances are 


1 that much of the clover seed will faiL 


to come up at all if put in so dvep A 
better way is to go over the ground

field may possibly be so badly dam 
aged that it will be necessary to plow 
it up- 


Curing Clover 
Hay. 


Clover should be cut as soon as it is 


in full bloom and before many of the 
heads have turned brown. If cut ear- 
lier it is sappy and hard to cure. 
If 


left later it becomes woody. As soon 
as the cut clover has wilted a little in 
the swath it should be thrown togeth- 
er into light windrows, preferably with 
a side delivery rake. 
Cured in this 


way the leaves are less liable to be- 
come brittle and shake off. Well cured 
clover leaves are almost as valuable 
for feed as bran, so care should be 
taken to save as many of them as pos- 
sible. As soon as the hay has cured 
sufficiently in the windrow it should 
be gathered, up with a loader—if one 
can be had—and put In the barn 
Clover has the reputation of being a 
troublesome crop to harvest, and many 
farmers are shy of it on that account. 
It is true that clover growing for profit 
demands a good deal of intelligence, 
but that is also the very factor which 
brings success to all agricultural en- 
terprises. With proper attention to the 
habit of the plant and with the exer- 
cise of a modicum of Judgment In its 
culture and harvesting there is nothing 
to be feared for the outcome. 


Where it is desired to obtain a crop 


of seed the second crop should be used. 
The first crop seldom fills well and is 
always more valuable for hay than 
for seed. 
Most thrashing machines 


have a clove'- hulling attachment. It 
should be carefully adjusted so as to 
get all the seed. A bushel to a bushel 
and a half of seed per acre is a good 
yield. The yield of hay Is from one to 
two tons to the acre for the first crop 
and a little more than half as much 
for the second crop. 
Where the fields 


are fenced the second crop may often 
be pastured to advantage. 


Alslke clover finds a place on land 


that is too wet for the red variety. It 
does not yield as well, but it makes 
better pasture. By loosening up the 
sod In the low corners of the pasture 
with the disk and sowing four pounds 
of alsike to the acre its value may be 
greatly Increased. In seeding a field to 
red clover i* is well to scatter a little 
alslke in the low spots. It will be sure 
to grow whether the other does or not. 


Handling Alfalfa. 


What has been said about alfalfa 


does not mean that it is not to be 
grown at all except in the drier re- 
gions of th^ west, but that it is to be 
introduced into new regions carefully 
and on a small scale. The surest way 
to get a stand of alfalfa is to fallow the 
land during the spring and early sum- 
mer About the middle of July a seed 
bed may be prepared and the alfalfa 
sown at the rate of twenty to twenty- 
fivo pounds to the acre 
If Hie ground 


Is not too drj a stand will usually be 
secuied in this u ay. since the fallow- 
ing w i l l l i n o destroyed most of the 
weeds 
The ob'action to this plan is 


that no crop is obtained from tho land 
that year 


A more economical way is to start 


with a crop of early oats or barley As 
soon as this is harvested the land 
should be disked thoroughly aud the 
alfalfa seed sown, if the ground is so 
dry and hard that the disk will not 
take hold it will have to be plowed. 
The main thing is to get the seed in as 
quickly as possible. The chances of 
securing a stand are much improved 
If a thin dressing of manure is given 
the land before sowing After the al- 
falfa once gets a start It is very hardy 
and a good yielder, giving four to six 
tons of hay a year. It should be cut 
when about one-tenth of the plants are 
in bloom. The second spring a disk 
run over the field will split up the 
crowns and thicken the stand, discour- 
aging the weeds and loosening tho soil 
as well.

by Miss Blair.

Considering that 
several 
week 


have elapsed since my other letter tc 
you, I have concluded that perhaps 
extracts from my diary can tell you 
more than I of my stay in Quincy. 


Quincy, in., July 9—Left Terr 


Haute at 9:30 this a. m. and rode as 
far as St. Louis on the New Yorl 
Limited. 
The service was splendic 


and as I was the only lady in the ob 
servation car, was neither crowded 
nor lonely. As everything was pro 
vided I wrote letters at the stationary 
desk, and amused myself looking.ai 
the beautiful country through whicl 
we were passing, much of which was 
explained by a dapper young man 
whom I met on the train. 


From St. Louis to Quincy we ran 


along the river and, owing to recent 
rains, found it much swollen and 
overflowing its banks in many places. 
Indeed, so great had been the rise 
that crops are ruined, trains delayed 
ami for some distance we were com- 
pelled to go over a track covered 
with water. We crossed the river on 
entering Quincy and-before I was 
aware of it we had stopped at the 
station and I was being greeted by 
my uncle, A. R. Elder, and cousins. 


At the house a hearty welcome 


from Aunt Anna and an equally 
hearty supper made me forget the 
wearisome ride, and later we all went 
to Indian Mound Park, which is but 


five minutes' walk from my uncle's

Governors of Pennsylvania 


DAVID RITTENHOUSE PORTER—1839-1845. 


David Rittenhouse Porter's father was a Revolutionary army officer 


whose services to the country brought him the offer of the position of briga- 
dier general in the army and of secretary of war, both of which, however, 
he declined. It was as assistant in his father's office of surveyor general 
that he first became known to the public. He represented Huntingdon count} 
in the legislature in 1819 and 1820 
He was sent to the state senate in 1S3G 


and two years later was elected governor. The Anti-Masonic party contested 
his election, and considerable disturbance resulted, amounting almost to an 
uprising and known as the "buckshot war." 
Governor Porter gave a very 


satisfactory administration, however, and was re-elected by an overwhelming 
majority. 
He was strong in his support of transportation improvements, 


and much credit is due him for the advancement made along these lines 
while he was governor. 


JOSEPH RITNER—1835-1839. 


Born In 1780 in Berks county, Joseph Ritner began life under many handi- 


caps, but he succeeded in obtaining an education which fitted him for the 
serious duties of life. He represented Washington county in the legislature 
from 1820 to 182G and served for a time as speaker. He was twice the can- 
didate of the Anti-Masonic party for governor, but was defeated each time 
by George Wolf. He was elected in 1835 and served one term. He put 
Into practical operation Governor Wolf's common school policy and was in 
full sympathy with it. There viere lively times in Pennsylvania politics in 
those days. When in 183^ Governor Ritner was defeated for re-election by 
about 5,000 votes charges of fraud were made and an investigation by the 
legislature was demanded. The Democrats won, and Governor Ritner retired 
to private life. He died in 18C9 at the age of ninety years.

We have been reading In the Acts of 


people In many places who, having 
beard of the living and true God and 
of His Son Jestfs Christ our Lord, who 
gave Himself for our sins that 'He 
might purify unto Himself a -peculiar 
people zealous-of good works, a people 
to represent Him here a little. while 
and then share His kingdom and glory 
forever, truly received Him and were 
willing to endure anything for His 
Bake If only they con Id win ethers to 
Him. Paul tells us in this epistle, that 
he would endure anything rather than 
hinder the gospel of Christ and that 
his aim was by all means to save 
some (chapter ix, 12, 22). 
Believers 


are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called 
saints, called unto the fellowship of 
Jesus Christ our Lord to be laborers 
together with God, blood bought tem- 
ples of the Holy Spirit who worketh in 
each one as He pleases, dividing to 
each His gifts severally sis He ^will- 
(chapters 1, 2, 9; 111, 9; v™19, 20; xil, 
4-11). If we had the choice of gifts 
one might prefer wisdom, 
another 


Irnowledge, another faith, another gifts 
of healing, another tongues, etc., but 
here Paul says by the Spirit that, while 
it Is well to covet the best gifts, there 
is a more excellent way, the way of 
lore, and that Is our lesson today. To 
know and believe the love which God 
hath to us and to livo in that love as 
manifested in Jesus Christ should con- 
strain us to such yieldedness and rest- 
ful confidence in Him that His choice 
for tis as to place or manner of service 
wIU be always most satisfactory to us. 
Esther might have asked and received 
many things from the king's chamber- 
lain when her turn came to appear be- 
fore the king; but. being in herself 
fair of form and good of countenance, 
she asked nothing but what the keeper 
appointed (Bst. ii, 7, margin, 15). If 
our aim is to please our King and be 
beautiful to Him we will be quite sat- 
isfied with all His appointments for us. 


Strangely, we have come to a time 


when the matter of speaking in tongues 
is very much on some minds, but a 
study of chapter xiv teaches us that it 
is better to utter words easy to be 
understood, even five such words, than 
ten thousand words "which no one can 
understand (xiv, 9, 19). No name of 
God or of Christ is found in our lesson 
chapter; but, as one has said, a photo- 
graph of a dear friend does not re- 
quire the friend's name on it to enable 
•us to recognize it, and we have here a 
most beautiful word picture of the 
Ix>rd Jesus, for In no one else was such 
love ever seen. It seems unnecessary 
to say that the word "charity" should 
be "love" 88 It Is in the revised ver- 
sion, and it Is evidently the love of 
John iii, 16; I John iii, 16; iv, 9-11. 


The love of God is the greatest thing 


mortals ever heard of, and the greatest 
love, of mortals is but the faintest re 
flection of the infinite love of God. 
The first three verses of our lesson are 
most startling when we consider how 
much 
eloquence 
and 
oratory and 


knowledge and a kind of faith and 
giving of money and self?sacrifice may 
all go for nothing—just wood, hay and 
stubble to be burned. When we think 
of the speaking and singing that 
abound simply for the money that is in 
them, and the many other things sim- 
ply to obtain praise from men or from 
a sense of duty, and that nothing counts 
in God's sight that is not from love to 
Him, is it not all most heart search- 
ing? Then see in verses 4 to 7 the 
quality of this love. It is kind even to 
those who make it suffer, never jealous 
or envious or self assertive or proud 
never seeks anything for itself, is 
Jiever provoked, never thinks or speaks 
evil of any one, rejoices only in what is 
1rue and goes on bearing, believing 
hoping and being all things for love's 
sake. It was truly never so seen but 
in Christ Himself, and yet He desires 
to reproduce that life in His redeemed 
ones (II Cor. iv. 10. 11: Gal. ii. 20) and 
will if we are only willing to die to 
self and let Him rule in our hearts. 1 
means such a handing over of our 
selves to Him that we have no say ii 
anything any more, but that we jus 
live in that good and acceptable am" 
perfect will of God.
